PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on Thursday 19th 
June in the Old Farmhouse. 


Dog Fouling in Public Areas 

The District Council will be reviewing this by-law in the near future 
when it is anticipated it will be reinstated. In the meantime, a 
"Code of Conduct”, regarding dog fouling will be drawn up and will be 
included in the August Bar Hill News. 


Low Flying Aircraft 
District Councillor Alec Green is actively pursuing this problem on 
behalf of the Village. 


Bus Shelter 

Following a survey carried out by Parish Council members, of those 
without a shelter, Little Meadow bus stop was ascertained to be the 
most used. Therefore, this stop will be allocated a shelter later in 
the year. 


County Structure Plan Proposals 
Extracts pertinent to this area were read from this document. 

Following the completion of the Wilcon development, no further devel- 
opment was proposed for Bar Hill. It was stressed that this document 
is only @ proposal and has not yet been finalised. 


Tesco Liaison 

A recent meeting had taken place between members of the Parish Council 
and Mr. Martin, new Manager of Tesco. It was hoped that, in the near 
future, geod relations would be maintained by this liaison. 


Playing GCol+ on Village Green 

It was agreed that, although there were instances where this could 
endanger passers-by, playing on the Green was probably preferable to 
other areas of the Village. The Clerk was asked to approach the 
Community Council fcr guidance cn this matter. 


Bill Posting on Fly-Gver by Outside Organisations 

It was agree¢ these were becoming something of an eye-sore. The Clerk 
was requested to write to all organisations outside of Bar Hill who 
were bill posting on our roads, advising them that they should seek 
permission from the Parish Council before doing so.

At the last environmental Services and Health Committee, Mr. 
Hutchins brought to our attention the case of a refuse collector 
who was badly cut by broken glass whilst collecting heusehold 
refuse. The employee required six stiches and considerable time 
off work. The union, with the full ee-operation of the Council, 
is taking out a prosecution against the household concerned; may 
I once again stress the importance of being responsible when 
putting out rubbish for collection, I'm sure nobody would wish 
for further incidents of this nature to occur. At the same 
meeting the draft bye-laws for rubbish collection were further 
discussed and we received the comments of the department of the 


-Environment. These bye-laws will not affect the quality of the 


service and indeed it is hoped to improve the efficiency of the 
service. I shall report further on the bye-laws when they 
receive approval from the minister but if any person wishes to 
see their draft please contact me.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Cambridgeshire County Council is a major land and property owner 

in the County with asse in excess of £800 million and an annual 
budget linked to maintainance, refurbishment and replacement of 
buildings in excess of £40 million Cambridgeshire is among the 

very few Counties whose assets exceed their liabilities. These 
assets which include the Counties Farms are managed by the Property 
Department which works in close .ollaboration with Services Depts. 
ie.Social Services, Education, Police, Public Protection, Transport— 
ation etc. A recent development of the close links between Property 
and Education Depts. is the Pilot Scheme to introduce a Property 
Bursar at Comberton Village College. His tasks will include the 
responsibility of repairs both to property and furnishings, 
cleaning, caretaking, lettings, ground maintainance and catering 
plus proposals for building development. Previously the Principal 
was responsible for these but will, under the pilot scheme be free 
to concentrate on education. This pilet scheme of a Property 

Bursar will be extended to incorporate some of the Primary Schools 
within the Comberton Village College catchment area. 


~Paving for Lecal Government. Domestic Rates In some form Domestic 
Rates have existed for nearly 400 years..The Green Paper examines 

4 possible alternatives including no.1 The current system which 
accounts for 18% of local expenditure and raised £4.4 billion in 
England in 1984/85. Any local domestic tax should be fair and 
promote local accountability, the current system is unfair in that 
it taxes individual property rather than the demands that the house 
hold put on locel services. No.2 Local Sales Tax levied on top 

of VAT by a further 6#% to raise an equal amount of finance. 

No.3 A local income tax which would add 44p in the pound to basic 
rates of tax. These three which include the current system have 
been rejected by the Green Paper in favour of a new flat Rate 
Charge which would be determined by the Local Authority, payable 

at the same rate by all adult residents of a Local Authority. 
Obviously this proposal if agreed would take 5 - 10 years to make 
the transition and would meet the criteria laid down to encourage 
local democratic accountability and fairness,
